The  festival  was  started  last 
year  by  Lars  Yorgason,  a music 
major  from  Ogden,  Utah.  The 
program  consisted  of  a number 
of  arrangements  by  Yorgason 
and  works  acquired  from  nation- 
ally prominent  writers. 

The  interest  shown  in  the  or- 
ganization of  the  jazz  ensemble 
added  to  the  hopes  held  by  Rich- 
ard Ballou,  assistant  professor  of 
Music  and  others,  that  a class  in 
jazz  be  added  to  the  BYU  curric- 
ulum.

Following  the  intermission  the 
orchestra  will  perform  Dmitri 
Shostakovich’s  “Symphony  No. 
1.”  Shostakovich  completed  this 
work  in  1926  at  the  age  of  20.  An 
unusual  feature  of  this  symphony 
is  a solo  for  tympani  with  high, 
contrasts  of  dynamics,  Mr.  Good- 
man explained. 

ThREE  DANCES  from  the  op- 
era “The  Bartered  Bride”  by  Bed- 
rich  Smetana  will  conclude  the 
program. 

Symphony  Guild  members,  180 
strong,  from  communities 
throughout  Utah  Valley  support 
the  82  piece  orchestra  composed 
of  local  community  musicians. 

The  Symphony  is  planning  a 
series  of  concerts  beginning  May

Cougars  Fade  in  Closing  Moments 
Suffer  Drubbing  By  Arizona  State 

Outlast  AU 
Fri.  Night

With  Art  Becker  and  Joe  Cald- 
well leading  the  way,  Arizona 
State  blasted  the  Cougars  104-87 
and  possibly  earned  a berth  in 
the  NCAA  regional  playoffs. 

FRIDAY  NIGHT  the  Cats  out- 
lasted the  University  of  Arizona 
77-72  and  then  stayed  with  Ari- 
zona State  most  of  the  night  Sat- 
urday but  the  lightning  thrusts 
of  the  Sun  Devils’  fast  break  of- 
fense finally  won  out.  The  Coug- 
ars simply  ran  out  of  steam. 

The  Cats  made  a gallant  try 
and  with  four  minutes  left  closed 
the  gap  to  six  points  but  ASU 
scored  five  fast  points  and  after 
that  they  made  it  look  easy. 

BECKER  WAS  the  big  gun  for 
the  Devils.  He  tied  a fieldhouse 
record  (set  by  John  Benson  in 
1956)  by  pulling  down  26  re- 
bounds and  also  found  time  to 
score  27  points.  Caldwell,  the 
classy  ASU  jumping  bean  led  all 
scorers  with  32  points,  21  of  these 
coming  in  the  second  half  when 
the  Devils  turned  on  the  power. 

FOR  THE  COUGARS  it  was 
Bruce  Burton  again  leading  the 
way  with  24  points  and  18  re- 
bounds but  Gary  Batchelor  and 
Jim  Kelson  also  played  strong 
games  in  the  Cougars’  losing  ef- 
fort. They  scored  15  and  14  points 
respectively.  All  three  are  sen- 
iors and  perhaps  it  is  fitting  they 
should  lead  the  Cats  in  their  final 
home  game. 

One  of  the  big  reasons  possibly 
accounting  for  the  loss  was  the 
Cougars  inability  to  hit  from  the 
charity  line.  They  hit  only  17  of 
30  free  tosses  and  many  came  at 
crucial  moments  in  the  ball  game. 

However  this  is  not  taking  any- 
thing away  from  ASU  who  play- 
ed great  and  really  deserved  the 
win. 

FRIDAY  against  Arizona  Bruce 
Burton  and  John  Lewis  played 
outstanding  ball  games.  Burton 
scored  30  points  and  Lewis  hit 
for  22.  The  Wildcats,  with  War- 
ren Rustand  scoring  16  and  Was 
Flynn  notching  15,  made  a strong 
bid  to  upset  the  Cats  but  couldn’t 
keep  up  in  the  second  half  and 
the  Cougars  held  on  to  win.

WHO'S  AHEAD  OF  THB 
KINGSTON  TRIO?

LIVELY  ARTS 


We’ve  been  listening  to  the  three 
records  that  have  been  recorded 
by  the  Cliad  Mitchell  Trio,  an- 
other in  the  seemingly  inexhaust- 
able  parade  of  popular  vocal- 
effects-plus-guitar-or-banjo  singing 
groups  around  the  country,  only 
better.  The  trio  currently  is  tour- 
ing the  college-auditorium  circuit, 
to  sold-out  audiences.  We  looked 
in  on  a perfomance  at  Jersey  State 
College. 

Tlie  sellout  of  the  college’s 
1,100-seat  auditorium  had  taken 
place  within  three  hours  of  the 
announcement  that  Chad  Mitchell 
was  coming.  (“We  polled  the  stu- 
dents on  which  vocal  group  they 
wanted,”  the  coed  in  charge  com- 
mented. “Chad  Mitchell  got  over 
seventy  per  cent  of  the  vote.  The 
Weavers  and  the  current  Kingston 
Trio  polled  second  and  third,  re- 
spectively.”) One  hour  before  per- 
formance time,  the  halls  surround- 
ing tlie  auditorium  were  filled 
with  milling  students,  peeking 
through  the  doors,  aching  to  catch 
a glimpse  of  Chad  Mitchell,  not 
quite  sure  what  he  looks  like. 
Backstage,  Mitchell,  surrounded  by 
students,  mostly  girls  who  had 
slipped  past  the  student  guard,  was 
having  difficulty  getting  anywhere 
near  his  dressing  room,  until  an- 


other member  of  the  'trio  man- 
aged to  break  a path  for  him 
tlirough  the  thronging  students. 

Came  the  performance — and  we 
began  to  see  what  the  shouting 
was  for.  The  Chad  Mitchell  Trio, 
its  two  accompanists,  and  all  their 
instruments  literally  bounded  onto 
the  stage  with  a fast-paced,  rousing 
“Might3-  Day”  (“.  . . the  lightnin’ 
shafts  were  cracklin’,  Lod,  and  the 
thunder  started  to  roll  .■  . Un- 
like many  of  the  folk-style  vocal 
gi'oups,  the  trio  members  do  not 
play  instruments;  they  station  two 
accompanists  on  high  stools,  to  the 
left  and  rear,  to  play  various  com- 
binations of  banjos  and  guitars. 
The  momentum  increased  steadily, 
catching  the  audience  from  the  on- 
set and  ending  two  hours  later 
with  a crescendo  finale  played  to  a 
standing  ovation. 

You  sense  quicklj'  what  accounts 
for  the  trio’s  popularity  with  col- 
lege audiences.  In  an  unexplain- 
able alchemy,  the  blue-blazered 
figures  onstage  change  from  actors 
to  people  you  know.  “They  aren’t 
at  all  like  I thought,”  one  girl  stu- 
dent commented  to  her  escort. 
“They’re  more  like  guys  you 
know  clowning  and  singing  at  a 
fraternitj'  party.”  The  audience 
could  hardlj'  wait  until  the  end  of 
a number  to  applaud. 

What  kind  of  music  is  this?  It’s 
partly  folk  music,  in  a way,  but 


also  highlj'  pesonalized  and  a we 
come  departure  from  the  ha: 
monious  discord  of  so  many  of  tli 
bluegrass  groups.  The  repertoit 
ranges  from  old  folk  hits  to  ne^ 
and  sometimes  extends  to  irrevei 
ent,  occasionallj’-  tasteless  parodk 
on  modern  affairs. 

If  you  haven’t  sfen  the  Cha 
Mitchell  Trio,  you  haven’t  reall 
heard  it.  The  performances 
records  are  competent  enougli;  bi 
from  the  records  you  have  no  ide 
how  much  fun  it  is  to  watch  thes 
young  men  in  action.  Mitchel 
short,  stocky,  blond,  looks  vei 
much  like  the  early  drawings  ^ 
Terry  in  Terry  and  the  Pirate 
His  current  partners,  Mike  Kobul 
and  Joe  Frazier,  are  slighter  anij^/i, 
darker.  All  are  in  their  earlW  j 
twenties.  Onstage  they  are  a poW'-' 
ished  group.  Not  only  do  they  singf  ’ 
they  perform,  and  with  perfec  alB 
timing.  Their  hands,  especiallj  pjK 
the  hands  of  professional;  ]|^(i 


They  execute  an  intricate  manui 
ballet  throughout  the  show,  tyini 
one  number  to  the  next,  focusini 
the  audience’s  attention. 


The  trio  might  have  started  ou 
as  just  another  group  of  colleg  \ 
folk  singers,  but  it  has  evolved  int  iL! 
a well-rounded  team  of  entertair  Ipl 
ers.  Certainly  at  Jersey  State  w e ' 
find  ourselves  applauding  just  a 
hard  as  any  of  the  college  stu 
dents;  maybe  even  a little  harder
